Martin O'Cuthbert is a truely independant artist.sorking almst totally alcae he has 
produced five singles/e.p.s on his owa Esoteric leoct (distributed by ine Dudley Gredvate 
Records Group) as well es playiug concerts in tne mdlends area inciudigg au Fyeless au Gare 
support. 

Although he has built up a cult rollowing ia tis area,eud naa uatioual exposure due wo 
Radio 1 airplay (1) sales were dissapoiuting, resulting in nim having to sell uis sjutus, 
to pay bills. 

In October '8I however interest in his work was revived due in en euquiry about the avert- 
ability of his output in sousas' "sax Fax",woicn gave sales a bit o. a boost. 

His luture now looks less precarious tua vefore wita the velease of a siugle (a @Luuy 
efiort under tne name of FUTU. nyalso still very auch iu tue MO'C, style) ua wew 
projecté in the pipeline.

Some animals "bit themselves severly, 
fro chewing off the end of a finger,and one,the whole skin of the forearm, 
exposing the muscles from the elbow to the wrist".

Scientists have stated that this procedure has very little 
Value. Animala therefore siffer in vain, Typical signs of poisoning include 
diarrhoea yelping and whining bleeding from mouth and convulsions. 


9.At Harvard University R.Solomon,L.Kamin,and z-tyane tested the effects 
of electric shock on the behavior of dogs. They placed forty dogs in a 
device called a "shuttlebox" which consists of a box divided into two 
compartments seperated by a barrier, Initially the barrier was set at the 
of the dog's back, Hundreds of electric shocks were delivered to 
dogs! feet thro & grid floor. At first the dogs could escape the shock 
if they learned jump the barrier into the other compartment. In an 
attempt ta "discourage" one dog from jumping, the experimenters forced the 
dog to jump into shock 100 times. They said that as the dog jumped he 
gave & "sharp anticipatory yip which turned into a yelp when he landed on 
the electrified grid." They then blocked the passage between the 
compartments with a piece of plate gless and tested the same dog again. 
The dog "jumped forward and smashed his head ageinst the glass." Initially 
dogs showed symptoms such as "defication,urination, yelping and shrieking, 
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trembling,attacking the apparatus and so on," but after ten or twelve days 
of eare anes that were prevented from escaping shock ceased to resist. 
The experimenters reported themselves "inpressed" by this,and concluded 
that a combination of the plate glass barrier and foot shock were "very 
effective" in eliminating jumping by dogs. 


.G.B. a Medical Research Council scientist at Cambridge,surgically 
Joines nee ecettor in pairs of ertificiel Siamese twins and found that 
353% died either during operation or shortly afterwards. Those which survived 
underwent brain surgery. 


II.At the University of Mithigan Medical School G.Deneau and others confined 
sixty-four monkeys in small cubicl The monkeys were then given unlimited 
access to a variety of drugs through tubes :

1I3.H.Harlow ands. Svomi describe how they induced depression at the Primate 
Research Centre by "allowing baby monkeys to attach to cloth surrogate 
Mothers who could become monsters". 
"The first of these monsters was a cloth monkey mother who ,upon demand, 
would eject high-pressure comer essed air. It would blow the animals skin 
actically off its body. What did the baby monkey do? It simply clung 
ighter to the mother, because a frightened infant clings to its mother at 
all costs. We did mot achieve any sy chopathology. 
However we did not give up. We mmilt another mother that would rock so 
violently thet the babys head and teeth would rattle. ALL the baby did was 
el: tighter, The third monster we built had an embedded wire frame within 
its body which would spring forward and eject the infant from its ventral 
surface, The infant would subsequently pick itself off the floor,wait for 
the frame to return into the cloth body,and then cling again to e 
surrogate. Pinally,we built our porcupine mother. On command, this mother 
would eject sharp brass spikes over all of the ventral surface of its body. 
Al the infants were distressed by these pointed rebuffs,they simply 
waited until the spikes receded and then returned and clung to the noth Nid 
These results,the erimenters remark,were not so surprising,since the 
only recourse of an jured child is to cling to its mother, 


Experiments like these are going on even as you read this.
